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ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

FIFTH    SUMMER    SESSION 

The  fifth  Summer  Session  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Nor- 
mal School  will  open  Monday,  June  11,  1917,  at  7  :30  a.  m.,  and 
continue  six  weeks,  closing  July  20.  The  purpose  of  the  Summer 
School  is  to  give  teachers,  especially  those  of  West  Tennessee, 
the  opportunity  for  study  and  improvement  during  the  vacation 
Deriod.  The  work  will  be  arranged  so  that  teachers  can  add  to 
their  scholarship  and  professional  equipment  by  taking  regular 
or  review  courses.  The  Summer  Session  will  also  give  oppor- 
tunity to  ambitious  students  to  earn  additional  credits  on  regu- 
lar courses,  thus  shortening  the  time  required  for  certification; 
and  to  students  who  have  failed  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in 
any  term  to  overcome  their  deficiencies  and  continue  their 
studies. 

The  Summer  Sessions  of  the  Normal  School  have  been  highly 
successful,  both  in  point  of  attendance — more  than  600  having 
registered  last  Summer — and  the  character  of  work  done.  The 
attendants  at  the  Summer  term  are  for  the  most  part  teachers  of 
experience  who  take  advantage  of  their  vacation  to  better  pre- 
pare for  the  next  year.  Many  teachers  of  West  Tennessee  have 
been  present  at  every  Summer  term.  They  are  expected  to 
attend  again  this  year  and  it  is  certain  that  they  will  be  joined 
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by  many  of  the  new  teachers  of  this  section.  Indeed,  it  is  evident 
at  this  early  date,  that  the  number  present  at  the  coming  Sum- 
mer session  will  be  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  school. 

With  the  experience  of  the  past  Summers,  with  a  fuller  appre- 
ciation of  the  desires  and  needs  of  the  teachers  of  this  section, 
the  Normal  School  will  offer  the  most  attractive  courses  of  study 
and  will  make  arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
all  who  attend. 

ADVANTAGES   OF   THE   SUMMER   SCHOOL 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  Normal  School  are  offered  to 
all  who  attend,  without  tuition  charge,  except  that  a  fee  of 
$10.00  for  the  Summer  Session  is  charged  to  persons  not  resi- 
dents of  Tennessee.    Among  the  facilities  are: 

1.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  specialists 
in  educational  work  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers 
and  schools  of  the  State. 

2.  Well  organized  departments  of  Education,  English,  His- 
tory, Mathematics,  Modern  Languages,  Physics,  Chemis- 
try, Biology,  Geography,  Agriculture,  Home  Economics, 
Manual  Training,  Drawing,  Music  and  Commercial 
Branches. 

3.  Modern  and  well-equipped  laboratories  in  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 

4.  Special  courses  in  Cooking,  Sewing,  Manual  Training, 
Drawing,  Commercial  Branches,  School  Music,  and  School 
and  Home  Sanitation. 

This  bulletin  is  being  sent  to  all  teachers  in  West  Tennessee 
whose  names  and  addresses  the  Normal  School  has  been  able  to 
secure.  They  are  asked  to  carefully  examine  the  course  of  study,

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

ROOMS  AND  BOARD 

The  Normal  School  can  take  care  of  240  young  women  in  the 
Women 's  Dormitory,  and  at  least  100  more  in  comfortable  rooms 
in  the  main  building  and  in  rented  houses  close  to  the  campus. 

Accommodations  for  50  young  men  can  be  provided  in  Prescott 
Flats,  just  off  the  campus,  and  50  more  can  be  taken  care  of 
in  private  homes  near  the  Normal  School  campus. 

Rooms  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  their  application.  Those 
who  write  first  will  be  given  places  in  the  school  dormitory  and 
those  writing  later  will  be  assigned  to  rooms  in  the  main  build- 
ing or  to  private  families.  A  deposit  fee  of  $3.00  is  required  of 
ail  who  make  reservations  for  the  Summer  Session,  which  fee 
will  be  credited  on  the  total  expenses  of  the  term.  No  reserva- 
tion will  be  made  without  this  deposit.  The  reservation  fee  will 
be  refunded  if  notice  of  inability  to  come  is  given  the  school  au- 
thorities before  June  9,  1917. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  refund  of  the  reservation  fee  will 
not  be  made  unless  request  for  same  is  made  before  June  9,  1917. 
Rooms  reserved  will  be  held  until  Wednesday,  June  13,  and  will 
then  be  let  to  other  parties  unless  notification  comes  from  orig- 
inal applicants  that  they  are  coming  at  a  later  date. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the 
Summer  Term  should  write  the  President  and  reserve  rooms  as 
soon  as  it  is  definitely  determined  to  attend.  Arrangements 
will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but  choice  of  rooms  will  be  ac- 
corded to  those  who  make  the  first  application.  The  rooms  in 
the  dormitory  are  more  convenient  and  economical  than  private 
rooms,  and  parties  desiring  same  should  make  early  reservation. 

Booms  in  dormitory  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  students 
of  Summer  Session  on  Saturday,  June  9. 

REGISTRATION 

All  students  pay  a  registration  fee  of  $3.00.  Friday,  June  8, 
Saturday,  June  9,  Monday,  June  11,  are  registration  days.  It 
ii  desirable  that  local  students  register  on  Friday  or  Saturday.

Students  having  rooms  in  the  dormitory  may  take  possession  of 
them  on  Saturday,  June  9;  and  those  arriving  by  Saturday 
should  register  that  date. 

EXPENSES   OP   THE   SUMMER   TERM 

The  total  expenses  of  the  Summer  Session  of  six  weeks  for 
Tennessee  students  who  secure  rooms  in  the  school  dormitories 
will  amount  to  $23.00,  as  follows: 

Board    $17.00 

Room  rent   3.00 

Registration   3.00 

Total $23.00 

Day  students  pay  only  the  registration  fee  of  $3.00  for  the 
term. 

Students  not  residents  of  Tennessee  will  be  charged  $10.00 
tuition. 

Rooms  are  rented  by  the  term  and  no  reduction  will  be  made 
in  room  rent  for  absence  during  the  term.  No  reduction  in 
board  will  be  made  for  absence  less  than  two  weeks. 

All  pees  must  be  paid  on  entrance. 

Homes  in  private  families,  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a 
day,  can  be  secured  for  $20  to  $30,  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at 
the  school  dining  hall  or  cafeteria  for  15  to  25  cents. 

WHAT  STUDENTS  FURNISH 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  is 
furnished  by  the  school.  Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively. 
Students  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen,  bed  cover,  towels, 
etc. 

POSTOFFICE 

A  branch  of  the  Memphis  postoffice  has  been  established  in 
Prescott  Flats,  just  across  from  the  campus.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents and  school  authorities  every  postoffice  convenience.  Mail 
should  be  addressed  to  Normal  Branch,  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

RAILROAD  AND  EXPRESS  OFFICE 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  Normal,  located 
on  the  school  ground.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leaving 
home,  buy  tickets  and  check  baggage  to  Normal.     If  this  can 
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not  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New  Union  Station,  Memphis, 
buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  Normal.  Pupils  who  come  on 
the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station  and  then 
buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  as  above.  Efforts  should  be  made 
to  arrive  in  Memphis  in  daytime.  A  member  of  the  faculty  will 
meet  new  students  at  the  station  if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival 
of  the  train  is  given.  The  Normal  School  street  car,  leaving 
Main  and  Madison  avenue  every  thirty  minutes,  will  take  pupils 
tn  the  Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked  plainly, 
care  of  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee. 

COBURN  PLAYERS 

The  Normal  School  is  glad  to  announce  that  arrangements 
have  been  completed  for  the  fifth  annual  appearance  of  the  Co- 
burn  Players  for  three  performances  on  the  Normal  School  cam- 
pus, the  evening  of  June  15,  and  the  matinee  and  evening,  June 
16.  These  players  need  no  introduction  to  the  teachers  of  West 
Tennessee  or  to  Memphis  playgoers,  for  they  won  many  friends 
on  their  first  appearance  in  1913,  and  have  added  to  the  number 
each  year  since.

A  series  of  lectures  by  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  given 
during  the  Summer  term  from  6 :30  to  7  :30  in  the  evening.  Many 
of  these  lectures  will  be  illustrated,  and  they  will  be  given  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  Tuesday  and  Thursday  of 
every  week  twilight  meeting  for  story-telling  will  be  held  on  the 
campus.  At  these  meetings  story- telling  and  folk  dances  will 
be  given. 

CONFERENCE  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS 

The  third  annual  conference  of  West  Tennessee  county  and 
city  superintendents  will  be  held  at  the  Normal  School  under 
the  direction  of  State  Superintendent  S.  W.  Sherrill,  during  the 
week  beginning  July  3.  The  conferences  heretofore  held  have 
been  very  helpful,  and  plans  are  now  being  made  to  make  this 
the  most  interesting  and  profitable  gathering  of  this  kind  ever 
held  in  West  Tenenssee.  No  county  superintendent  can  afford  to 
be  absent  from  these  meetings.  Ideas  will  be  exchanged  and  plans 
set  forth  which  will  be  of  inestimable  value  to  every  superin- 
tendent. The  call  of  the  officers  of  the  superintendent's  con- 
ference is  given  herewith.

The  Conference  of  County  Superintendents  of  West  Ten- 
nessee will  meet  in,  the  Normal  School  Building,  Memphis 
July  5,  6,  and  7,  1917.     All  county  superintendents  are  urged 
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to  be  present  and  let  this  conference  be  the  best  yet  held.  Last 
year  all  superintendents  were  present  except  three — one  of 
these  absent  on  account  of  sickness.  Let  us  make  the  attendance

and  a  copy  will  be  sent  to  each  superintendent  as  soon  as  it  is 
completed.

STORY-TELLING 


Twilight  meetings  for  story-telling,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Pritchett  and  Mrs.  Caldwell,  will  be  held  on  the  campus 
on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  A  series  of  stories  and 
folk  dancing  will  be  given.    All  students  are  invited. 

PRIMARY  WORK. 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  work  in  the  primary  grades  in 
cur  public  schools  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  school  work. 
It  is  important  because  it  is  fundamental  and  also  because  of 
the  large  number  of  pupils  in  those  grades.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Normal  School  to  strengthen  the  teaching  in  all  grades  of  school 
work,  but  it  places  special  emphasis  on  the  teaching  of  the  early 
grades.  During  every  term  general  professional  courses  bearing 
upon  the  teaching  of  primary  work  and  also  particular  methods 
and  content  courses  are  given  for  this  preparation. 

For  the  multitude  of  primary  teachers  who  come  to  the  Sum- 
mer School  additional  opportunities  are  offered,  and  many 
courses  which  will  appeal  to  them  will  be  found  scheduled  in 
the  following  pages.  The  teachers  who  will  have  charge  of  this 
work  have  had  successful  experience  in  the  class  room,  combined 
with  the  best  professional  training. 

Regular  work  in  the  first  grades  will  be  conducted  in  the  Nor- 
mal School  building  during  the  Summer,  which  will  afford 
teachers  opportunity  of  seeing  educational  theory  reduced  to 
practice.  Among  the  various  courses  offered  in  the  Summer 
School  which  should  appeal  to  primary  teachers  are  the  follow- 
ing :    Primary  methods  in  reading  and  language ;  primary  meth- 
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cds  in  arithmetic,  geography  and  nature  study;  child  study, 
story-telling  and  dramatization,  games,  folk  dances  and  school 
room  gymnastics  for  grades  1-4,  juvenile  literature,  construction 
work  for  primary  grades,  school  music,  and  content  courses  in 
every  department.  From  this  wealth  of  courses  the  most  exact- 
ing primary  teacher  will  be  able  to  find  work  adapted  to  hei 
needs. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  two  regular  courses,  as  follows : 

1.  The  Academic  Course  of  four  years  of  thirty-six  weeks 
each.  This  course  is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools,  and  for  admission  to  it,  the  applicant  must  have  finished 
at  least  the  elementary  course  prescribed  for  the  public  schools 
of  the  State. 

At  the  completion  of  the  course  the  student  is  given  a  certifi- 
cate, which  is  accepted  as  a  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  any  county  in  Tennessee  without  examination, 
or  which  will  admit  to  the  Normal  Course  in  any  of  the  State 
Normal  Schools. 

2.  The  Normal  Course  of  two  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each. 
This  course  is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the 
State,  and  for  admission  to  it  the  applicant  must  have  finished 
the  course  prescribed  for  the  certified  county  high  schools  of  the 
first  class,  or  for  city  high  schools  requiring  four  years  for 
graduation,  and  approved  by  the  State  High  School  Inspector; 
the  Academic  Course  of  any  of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  or  some 
course  requiring  equivalent  scholarship,  to  be  determined  by 
examination. 

The  completion  of  the  Normal  Course  entitles  the  student  to  a 
diploma,  which  is  a  life  certificate  of  qualification  to  teach  in 
any  of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  except  High  Schools  of  the 
first  class,  under  the  regulations  mentioned  below. 

CERTIFICATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

In  Chapter  40,  Section  6,  Acts  1913,  it  is  enacted  that  after 
the  first  day  of  July,  1914,  the  requirements  for  certificates  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State  shall  be  uniform  in  all 
the  counties.     Every  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  State 
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Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  accordance  with  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  law. 

Except  as  hereafter  provided,  every  person  receiving  a  certifi- 
cate to  teach  in  the  public  elementary  schools  of  the  State  shall 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  subjects  prescribed 
to  be  taught  in  the  elementary  schools  and  in  the  principles  and 
practice  of  teaching  and  school  management;  and  every  person 
receiving  a  certificate  to  teach  in  the  public  high  schools  of  the 
State  shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  history 
of  secondary  education,  principles  and  practice  of  teaching  and 
school  management,  with  special  reference  to  high  school  work, 
English  language  and  literature  and  other  subjects  named  on 
the  certificate  issued  to  the  applicant. 

GRADES  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Certificates  are  designated  and  graded  as  elementary  certifi- 
cates of  the  first  or  second  grade  and  high  school  certificates  of 
the  first  or  second  grade.  A  first  grade  certificate  is  valid  for 
five  years  from  date  of  issue,  a  second  grade  certificate  for  a 
period  of  two  years. 

To  obtain  a  first  grade  certificate,  the  applicant  must  be  at 
least  nineteen  years  of  age  and  must  have  had  at  least  eight 
months'  successful  teaching  experience,  and  must  make  an  aver- 
age of  at  least  85  per  cent  on  the  subjects  prescribed  for  exam- 
ination and  must  not  fall  below  70  per  cent  in  any  subject.  An 
applicant  who  makes  the  required  average  but  has  not  had  the 
required  teaching  experience  will  be  given  a  second  grade  cer- 
tificate which  will  be  changed  to  a  first  grade  certificate  after 
eight  months'  successful  teaching. 

PROFESSIONAL  CERTIFICATES 

1.  An  elementary  certificate  of  the  first  grade  is  issued  to 
all  who  have  completed  the  academic  course  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools. 

2.  A  certificate  good  in  all  schools,  except  high  schools  of  the 
first  class,  is  issued  to  all  who  have  completed  the  normal  course 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools. 

STATE   EXAMINATIONS 

State  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  Normal  School  by 
State  Superintendent  Sherrill  on  July  13  and  14.     Teachers 
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holding  five-year  certificates  may  have  them  kept  in  force  and 
converted  into  permanent  certificates  by  attending  the  summer 
sessions  of  the  Normal  School.  Those  who  attend  and  take  three 
subjects,  making  satisfactory  grades  thereon,  will  be  excused 
from  Reading  Circle  work. 

TEACHERS  MUST  HOLD  CERTIFICATES 

The  law  says  that  no  person  shall  be  employed  to  teach  in  any 
public  school  of  the  State  or  receive  pay  for  teaching  out  of  the 
public  school  funds  until  he  has  received  a  certificate  from  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  No  such  payment 
shall  be  allowed  if  made  and  any  officer  who  shall  make  or  sanc- 
tion the  same  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  Five 
($5.00)  Dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars.  No  per- 
son, therefore,  must  begin  to  teach  expecting  to  receive  a  cer- 
tificate later,  as  no  one  can  legally  be  paid  for  such  work. 

INSTITUE  ATTENDANCE 

By  law  it  is  the  duty  of  all  teachers  in  any  county  of  the  State 
to  attend  the  full  term  of  any  county  institute  held  for  teachers 
of  his  race  in  that  county  under  the  provisions  made  by  the 
State  and  County  Superintendents  of  Public  Instruction;  but, 
in  lieu  of  attendance  upon  the  institute  in  his  county,  a  teacher 
may  atted  a  similar  institute  in  any  other  county  in  the  State 
in  the  same  year,  or  take  regular  work  in  a  Summer  session  of 
one  of  the  State  Normal  Schools  or  any  regularly  organized 
Summer  school  of  good  standing.  The  County  Superintendent 
must  furnish  to  the  State  Superintendent  a  list  of  the  teachers 
of  his  county  who  failed  to  comply  with  this  law.

DETAILED  STATEMENT 

OP 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

In  arranging  the  Course  of  Study  for  the  Summer  Session  of 
the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  the  Faculty  has  kept 
:n  mind  particularly  that  class  of  students  who  desire  to  do  a 
serious  grade  of  school  work  for  six  weeks,  work  for  which  they 
will  receive  full  credit,  not  only  on  certificates,  but  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  full  course  at  the  School.  It  will  be  observed  that 
a  majority  of  the  courses  to  be  given  are  the  regular  courses 
offered  by  the  school  during  the  other  school  terms;  but  review 
courses  in  all  the  common  school  subjects  are  also  offered.    It  is 
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not  expected  that  students  of  the  Normal  School  will  devote 
themselves  exclusively  to  review  work ;  and  no  student,  therefore, 
will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  three  such  courses  during  the 
Summer  term. 

credits 

The  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure 
during  the  Summer  Session  is  12,  which  represents  20  recitation 
hours.  To  state  this  differently,  students  will  not  be  allowed 
credit  for  more  than  20  recitation  hours.  If  these  hours  are  all 
in  regular  courses  the  maximum  credits  will  be  12 ;  but  if  some 
are  review  subjects,  the  number  of  credits  will  be  smaller. 

Students  must  take  at  least  three  courses  requiring  a  minimum 
of  14  recitation  hours  unless  excused  by  the  President.  Only 
two  credits  will  be  allowed  for  a  review  course,  and  no  credit 
will  be  given  for  Reading  Circle  work.  As  stated  above,  the 
maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure  during 
the  Summer  Session  is  12,  and  no  student  will  be  allowed  to 
register  for  more,  except  by  consent  of  the  President. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  classes  in  which  they  are 
not  regularly  enrolled,  except  upon  presentation  of  card  issued 
by  the  President  or  Dean,  and  no  card  will  be  issued  for  visiting 
the  same  class  more  than  once.  Certificates  of  attendance  will 
not  be  issued  nor  will  credit  be  given  to  those  not  completing 
the  entire  term's  work  and  taking  the  final  examinations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  make  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion a  real  school  and  to  discourage  rapid  reviews,  ' '  cramming, ' ' 
and  any  other  superficial,  learn-quick  processes. 

Regular  term  courses  which  call  for  five  recitation  hours  a 
week  in  the  Summer  will  receive  3  credits ;  and  those  calling  for 
four  will  receive  2  credits ;  certain  laboratory  courses  which  meet 
six  days  in  the  week  will  receive  additional  credits  according  to 
time.

COMMERCIAL  33— Farm  and  Household  Accounts. 

This  is  a  course  in  bookkeeping,  highly  specialized  in  handling 
the  accounts  of  the  farm  and  household.  It  is  especially 
adaptable  for  meeting  the  needs  of  rural  communities,  and  the 
introduction  of  this  course  in  rural  schools  will  bring  the 
schools  in  closer  relation  with  the  home  life  of  the  commun- 
ity. 

Two  credits.

COMMERCIAL  41,  42— Advanced  Bookkeeping. 

Text:  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping.  Parts  II  and  III. 
This  course  is  open  only  to  those  who  have  had  an  elementary 
course,  and  is  especially  designed  to  prepare  students  for  the 
high  school  examinations  which  will  be  held  at  the  Normal 
School  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  Term.  Individual  instruc- 
tion is  given,  and  no  study  outside  of  the  classroom  is  required. 

Two  credits.

COMMERCIAL  31— Review  Shorthand. 
(Text :  Gregg  Manual.  This  course  is  open  only  to  students  who 
have  had  previous  knowledge  of  Gregg  Shorthand,  and  is  de- 
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signed  to  prepare  students  for  the  State  High  School  examina- 
tion. 

Four  double  periods  a  week — two  credits. 
Note — This  course  may  be  substituted  for  41. 

COMMERCIAh-iTypewriting. 

Text:  Rational  Typewriting.  Teachers  will  find  this  course 
especially  attractive,  as  it  will  enable  them  to  prepare  work 
for  classes  much  more  easily,  quickly  and  attractively,  and 
therefore  get  better  results.  The  instruction  is  individual  and 
requires  no  study  outside  of  the  classroom. 

COMMERCIAL— Commercial  Law. 

Text :  Gano.  This  course  covers  the  subject  of  contracts  and 
notes.  Students  will  have  access  to  the  law  libraries  of  the 
University  of  Memphis  Law  School,  and  the  large  city  law 
library.  No  course  of  study  will  raise  the  standing  of  a  teacher 
in  a  community  as  quickly  as  a  knowledge  of  commercial  law. 

Five  periods  per  week — two  credits. 

Hours  of  recitation  in  the  above  courses  to  be  arranged.
